He 
indicated, however, that he did not feel that any steps should be taken 
to replace him and he did not know whom we could find at the moment who 
could effectively carry on the work there in his place. 


I discussed with Mr. Harriman further cooperation between CIA and 
MSA and said we would like to go into this in more detail with him as 
soon as he was ready to do so. I pointed out that with the drying up 
of[_|funds, our ability to continue with 
which he was familiar, would raise a considerable problem; to go ahead 
on the old basis would involve a very substantial outlay on our part 
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Mr. Harriman discussed some of the difficulties he was having with
